Her ardent lover 
Miguel, is played by Betty Wasson 
Philomene Mendus takes the part of 
the good-for-nothing brother of Don 
na Clarines, Don Baseillio. The wise 
and dignified doctor, Lujan, is played 
by Lorraine Wheeler. Tata, the crot- 
chety servant, is portrayed by Betty 
Bourk. Josephine McLaughlin is the 
dumb maid, Daria. Catherine Aly 
ward plays the part of the much 
abused Escopata. The character of 
the obstinate Crispin is played by 
Marguerite Brnimble.

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Tito Spirit of Christmas 

Jesus Christ, God’s Christmas gift to the world! God, 
the Father and Creator of all things, sacrificed to His 
creatures His only Son. He, the Lord of Heaven and 
Earth, really began the custom of willing gifts which has 
come down to us. 

On Christmas day our joy will be purer, sweeter, if 
we give freely from our store, be it great or small. For 
sacrifice is in very truth the spirit of Christmas. The 
shepherds, following the instructions of the angel, found 
the Christ and offered all they had to give — their lambs, 
the choicest of the flock. The Magi, priests of a foreign 
religion, realizing the fulfillment of prophecy, were 
guided by the Star. They too offered gifts, symbolic of 
kingship, worship, and atonement. 

God has given Himself to us; let us at least give 
unselfishly to His children, and count it joy, especially 
when the giving means sacrifice. The presents of cloth- 
ing we would have so gladly given to Him, let us give 
to some little child of our own time. The food, the fire, 
the comfort we would have shared with Mary and Joseph, 
and their prescious Charge, let us bring to some cold, 
hungry family that we know. It is said that whoever 
gladdens the heart of a child makes the joy bells of 
Heaven peal. Better has it been said, “Inasmuch as you 
did it unto the least of these my brethren you did unto 
Me.” 

And on Christmas morning when — more favored than 
even the shepherds and the Kings — we draw near to 
receive Holy Communion, His most precious gift of Him- 
self. we can bring Him not gifts of gold, incense, and 
myrhh, but a gift of a heart glowing with love of the 
Divine Child — a love proved by love of His little brothers 
and sisters. 

Mission Congress in Philippines 

It seems incongruous to hold an Eucharistic Congress 
in the Philippine Islands amid the mysticism, the pagan- 
ism, and the idolatry of the Orient. Yet Manila, where 
the Congress is to be held in the early part of 1937, 
is the capital of a nation that has for three hundred 
years professed the Catholic faith. What background 
then could be more fitting than one in the heart of 
paganism where a foreseeing Providence has planted 
the seed of Faith? 

In reality the thirty-third Eucharistic Congress will 
be a Mission Congress, for it will have as one of its 
chief aims the conversion of pagans in the Far East. 

Eucharistic Congresses have been held in centers 
of paganism on three previous occasions. In 1893 the 
Congress was held in Moslem Palestine, at Jerusalem; 
in 1928 at Sidney, Australia; and in 1930 at Carthage, 
Africa. 

The main sessions of the Congress will be held in 
the famed waterfront park, Luneta, where stand the 
statues of Legasipi, conqueror of the city’s body, and 
Father Martin Urdanto, saviour of its soul. These two 
men typify the work dtme by Spain in establishing the 
Church there. Unfortunately, however, Spain will not 
be at hand for this climax to her glory, although her 
spirit still lives in the hearts of the people. America, 
instead of Spain, will receive this recognition because 
America has contributed to the Church in the Philli- 
pines the combative spirit that is characteristic of 
American Catholicism. 

Annual Gorgas Memorial Essay 

For the eighth year the Gorgas Memorial Essay 
contest is being held in the United States. The contest 
is bei.nig held in the United States. The contest is con- 
ducted to honor the memory of the gallant Major Gen- 
eral William C. Gorgas and his unselfish aid in Panama 
and to interest the young people of our country in sani- 
tation and hygiene. 

When Gorgas and his scientists went to live in Pan- 
ama it Was undoubtedly the filthiest place to which white 
men had ever come. The place was pestilence ridden. 
The cause was unknown. Dozens of American engineers 
building the canal died from the mysterious yellow fever, 
but they could not find its source. When Gorgas ar- 
rived he cleaned the debris — lined streets and instruct- 
ed people in the proper methods of sanitation, but still 
yellow fever prevailed. Then Gorgas began a series of 
experiments, using his two assistants as the subjects. 
At the cost of the life of one of them he found that 
mosquitoes carried the germ of malaria. By pouring 
oil on the swamps and other stagnant waters and issuing 
orders that no water was to be left standing uncovered, 
Gorgas exterminated the mosquito and conquered yellow 
fever.

THE FULL CIRCLE, by Margaret Yeo. 

London; Burns, Oates and Washbourne. 

In her newest novel Margaret Yeo again delights 
the fancy of her many readers with a charming love- 
story sketched across a colorful background — the Emer- 
ald Isle — now green in peaceful beauty, now scarlet with 
the warm blood of loyal sons, freedom their distant goal. 
Distinct from her other novels, it is full of English 
and Irish traditions; full of the joys and sorrows that 
fit together to pattern a real and enchanting mosaic, 
visualizing the seriousness of life. 

The story deals with four acts that dramatize the 
romance of an English girl before the final curtain falls 
and the circle is complete. In the opening chapter the 
young heroine is described as an ugly duckling with 
dreams of adventure, love, freedom, danger. Adventure 
and love she finds, but ever through happiness and 
sorrows she seeks for freedom and finds it not. She 
rejects a promising suitor, chooses rather an actor, and 
from then ore strives to effect her proanise, “Whither 
thou goost I will go; thy people shall be my people and 
t'hy God my God.” But when the circle is full at last 
the center is void for she has not discovered the Source 
from whence peace and freedom flow in abundance. 

A touch of rebellion in her characters who are 
however, most realistically depicted, and the genuine 
pathos of the theme make Miss Yeo’s latest book a 
foreseen success. 



ENGLISH CATHOLIC POETS, by Elgridge Colby. 
Milwaukee; Bruce. 

In response to the world-wide interest created by 
the recent Catholic Literary Revival, this volume reach- 
es back into the past, explores its golden ages, and then 
lends us into the magical garden of romance. Dr. Colby’s 
book is a notable step toward introducing us to that 
priceless heritage of Catholic poetry passed down to us 
from Chaucer, “the morning star of English song,” to 
John Dryden, the literary figure that dominated his 
era for nearly forty years. In all this span of time 
Catholic poets 1 have held enviable places in the circle of 
literature. Therefore it is appropriate that they should 
be set forth in a study that presents their development 
in an impartial and exact lig-ht. Divided into ten chap- 
-ers, this book paints an indelible picture of twelve writ- 
ers, their hearts, and their works — Marloe, who reached 
so high and fell so low; Shakespeare and his attitude 
toward things and persons, Catholic; Robert Southwell, 
versed in Latin; and other Catholic men of letters. 

Briefly prefaced by Father Joseph Husslein, who 
credits the author with rendering in this book his most 
distinctive service to the Catholic Literary Revival, the 
volume supplies the demand for informative reading on 
Catholic poets and the writings that mirror the times.

Twenty-six St. Teresa Entrants in 
Annual Gorgas Memorial Essay 
Contest
